IS REPORTED FROM 
ALL OVER THE STATE ON 
SATURDAY, APRIL 4. 


WHEAT MAKES A SH0WIN6 OF 99.8 


This Is the Highest Ever Recorded on 
This Date—Oat Crop Has Been 
Seeded to Extent of 55 per 
Cent—Other Crops. 


Columbia, Mo., April 7.—The fol­ 
lowing crop report was issued Satur­ 
day from th e .office of Jewell Mayes, 
secretary of the M issouri state board 
of agriculture: 
Spring finds th e M issouri farm er 
in fine fettle and far better fixed 
than he dared hope 
for 
last 
fall. 
Tnanks to a mild w inter, to science, 
saving, silo, and 
an 
early 
spring, 
there has been no feed famine. 
The 
total precipitation for the m onth of 
March, as reported as Columbia, was 
3.HG inches. 
This is 0.33 inches in ex­ 
cess of normal for March, but is less 
than for March, 1913, when it was 
4.95 inches. The highest tem perature 
for March of the present year was 79 
degrees and the lowest 8 degrees. 
W heat—The condition 
of 
wheat 
for the state is 99.8. 
This is the 
highest April I condition recorded in 
the office of th e state board of agri­ 
culture. 
It is 3.2 higher than one 
year ago, and 13.1 higher than the 
ten-year average. 
So far there are 
causes for practically no abandoned 
acreage. 
Such damage as is reported 
to date is negligible. 
Only 20per 
cent of the correspondents report any 
damage. 
Of the slight damage Te­ 
noned 37 per cent is attributed to 
Hessian fly,40per cent to unfavorable 
w eather 
conditions, 
including 
dry 
fall, “freeding and heaving;” 6 per 
cent to late sowing, and the rem ain­ 
der to excessive pasturing and m is­ 
cellaneous causes. 
W heat condition 
by crop division sections, is: 
N orth­ 
east. 99; northw est, 96; central, 102; 
eouthw est, 104; southeast, 98. 
The 
rtrop seeded last fall was 2,156,037 
acres, a gain of 7 per cent over the 
ai'eeeoding year. 
W hile the present 
high condition of w heat is gratifying 
it should not be understood th at a 
vood crop is yet assured.

continuing a possible total of 40,000.- 
000 to 45.000,000 bushels. 
In 1902. 
Missouri harvested 61,045,000 bushels 
af wheat from 3,166,900 acres, an av­ 
erage of 19.3 bushels per acr«. 
Oats — Correspondents 
estim ate 
‘bat 55 per cent of the oat crop has 
been seeded. 
This is slightly in ad­ 
vance of the ten-year April I aver­ 
age of 51 per cent.

BUCKWHEAT AS WINTER FEED 


Grain It Both Stimulating and Heat­ 
ing, But Should Be Fed In Mod* 
eration— Rich in Protein. 


(By M. K BOYER.) 
Buckwheat is both stimulating and 
heating, which renders it an excel­ 
lent grain for winter feeding; but, 
being of a fattening nature, it should 
be fed in moderation. 
It contains more protein (egg-pro­ 
ducing material) than does corn, but 
the percentage of digestible matter is 
not so great, buckwheat having about 
52 per cent, aud corn 81 per cent. 
Buckwheat contains 7.8 per cent, of 
protein and 54.8 per cent, of carbo­ 
hydrates and fat, having a nutritive 
ratio of 1.7; and corn, 6.3 per cent, of 
protein and 75 per cent, of carbohy­ 
drates and fat, and has a nutritive 
ratio of 1.12. 
This proves that buckwheat Is a 
slightly better egg 
producer 
than 
corn, being more evenly balanced, but 
It must be fed in larger quantities to 
gain that effect.
